Argentina Oyer the Hump 
LAFF-A-DAY 


Argentina may be over the hump in the 
hard strudel? back to constitutional gov­ 
ernment. In the recent election 8 million 
Argentines went to the polls to elect an as­ 
sem b ly . This assembly will decide wheth­ 
er the 1853 constitution should be revised 
to curtail the executive powers and in­ 
crease the powers of the provinces and mu­ 
nicipal vies. 
Should the assembly approve revision.* a 
second step will be taken next Peoruarc 
23. At that time a new constitutional Gov­ 
ernment will be elected to take ovet 
the 
government on May I. 
The recent election upheld the reform 
forces and defeated the surviving Peron 
supporters. Barred as candidates, 
t h e 
Peronists cast nearlv 2 million blank bal­ 


lots. This action was recommended by the 
former, dictator now in exile in Venezuela. 
Gen. P. E. Aramburu, the provisional | 
president, had been urged not to call, the 
election because of a fear the Peronists 
would win a moral v ic to r y and thus head 
back toward power. He went ahead cour- 
a .. o ; — and his faith was rewarded. The 
Argentines have suffered so greatly from 
tile excesses of the Peron regime that it 
would have been amazing if they had re­ 
turned a different verdict, 
In the normal course of events Argentina 
again will become a strong republic and 
will aid in keeping other South American 
nations, now in revolutionary ferment, out 
of the clutches of dictators, red and other­ 
wise. 


Railroads' Fate Public Concern 
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American railways, seeing losses to air­ 
lines and trucks, and charging discrimin­ 
ation by public regulation, remind the pub­ 
lic of the consequences of total elimina­ 


tion of the rails. 
The current release points out that na­ 
tional unemployment would increase bv 30 
per cent if the rails became obsolescent, 
with a million persons thrown out of work. 
Consumer buying power would drop $5.3 
billion—the amount paid in wages to rail 
employes. Shops servicing railroads would 
close. 
A steep rise in tax rates would follow be­ 
cause, state and local governments collect 
$1.2 billion a vear from the rails. More than 


25.000 companies in 48 states would lose i 
$2.8 billion of business annualy if railroad 
demand for goods and services vanished, j 
The steel industry alone would lose nearly ; 
$1 billion a year. The petroleum in d u stry j 
would lose $445 million. These industries j 
would be compelled to dispense with the 
services of 315,000 empoyes. 
As the rails transport goods cheaper, the 
cost of living would go up. 
This is a statement to give concern to 
the American people. They can respond by 
insisting that government regulators give 
the rails a square deal. They can do little 
if the long tei*m trends in transportation j 
favor other modes of transport over the 
rails.

From a presidential assistant comes a 
suggested reasop why the states haven't 
been handling more of their own problems 
instead of running to Washington w i t h 


them. 
Meyer Kestnbaum told a House subcom­ 
mittee on intergovernmental relations that 
one barrier to greater state action is found 
in limitations contained in state constitu­ 
tions. This was an apparent reference to 
the budget-balancing requirements in most 
state constitutions. Nearly every state is 
constitutionally enjoined from spending in 
excess of its anticipated revenues. 
Naturally, this sharply limits the scope 
of proposed state expenditures. As Kestn­ 
baum points out, the “proponents of large 


programs today have found they can be 
more effective there is that Congress isn’t 
under a constitutional directive to refrain 
from spending in excess of anticipated re­ 
venues. 
Constitutional budget balancing restrict­ 
ions certainly keep the states within bounds 
in their spending. Kestnbaum says n o t 
much has been done about changing these 
constitutional restrictions; But does any­ 
thing really need to be done? 
Instead of freeing the states of their bud­ 
get-balancing requirements, perhaps t h e 
same requirement ought to be imposed on 
the federal government. Then there might 
be fewer federal-state matching programs

possible, skating through life to 
its inevitable end: 2) those who 
regard it as an interval between 
graduation from college and per­ 
haps further study and a notable 
career: and 3) those 
who 
are 
dedicated persons to whom com­ 
pensation means n o t h i n g but 
whose life ambitions are com­ 
pensated by service. 
AH sorts of schemes are de­ 
vised to make teaching attrac­ 
tive, except the proper plan of a 
decent w a g e 
comparable 
to
